most of them, ever, moro so in ono particu- 
lar, something which I had never seen be- 
fore. After having tortured tbo bull into a 
frenzy of rago they lassoed it and hold it 
firmly by tlie horns while tho picadorcs fixed 
upon "its'back tbe figure of a soldier in a 
cocked hat and seated in a saddle.

soldier and saddle wero mado of wood, 
patter aud guupowdcr.forming a formidable 
piece of lire-works. Wlicu it was llrmly se- 
cured, all fell back lo a safe distance.

picadorcs, mounted and. with poised spears, 
took their places in the ring and tho band 
struck up the Hyrnno Nacioiial. At tho 
same instant, tho noose was slipped, liber- 
ating tho pull, the heel of the soldier was 
fired and a shower of rockets wcro lot off 
within a few feet of the bull's nose.

COUNTERFEIT COINS. 


Aa Interview ivlth an Export New TTo'r—

",You would be surprised if I should givo 


you some idea of the kinds of ' queer' coins 
circulating in this city," said.Mr. "William 
DiokernMB, an cx-Trcasury employe, Dut 
now publisher of the United Sta(« Treasury 
Counterfeit Detector. 
"Most people," continued Us. Dicker- 


man, 
"do not pay tho same attention to 


small coins as they pay to bank notes. If 
tho bogus coin looks all right it is taken 
without anv examination. Then, again, 
spurioua coins aro made more easily than 
notes. Besides requiring a largo amount of 
skill, it takes even a good engraver five or 
sixraonlhsto finish the plates I of a ban.c 
note. But molds of various kinds can be 
made within a week or two at very little 
cYnense. Most of tho counterfeit silver is 
made from icolds. The most dangerous 
counterfeits are those struck from a die, 
but these are mostly among tho bogus gold 
coins. 
"I will show you tho best samples of 


• queer' gold and silver coins. Now, strange 
to say, there is no llrst-ratc counterfeit of 
tho double eagle. There ia a fair counter- 
feit of the eagle, bearing date 1655. It has 
a very flue appearance, but, as you see 
here, when the gold-plating is worn off it 
leaves the white metal underneath exposed. 
Of tho 
ST> gold-piece thorp are sev- 


eral very dangerous counterfeits. The 1844 
counterfeit was assayed aud found to con- 
tain 84.47 worth of gold. Consequently it 
resisted acid test about as well as the gen- 
uine. Perhaps the most dangerous coun- 
terfeit 55 gold-piece Is tho one dated 1S81 
and iSSi. This counterfeit coin failed to 
pass the sharp eyes of John H. Vassar, o£ 
tho Boston sub-Treasuvy. It was soiit to 
tho United States mint, and there analyzed. 
Its assay value is 84.43. The reeding nnd 
milling arc exceedingly well done. Host of 
tho coin counterfeits arc made in molds, 
bun this one was, without doubt, struck 
from a dio prepared from what is known as 
the'drop'process. 


"There arc a great number of very clever 


counterfeits of tho quarter-eagle, or $2.00 
pieeo. Tho ouo bearing the 1SD2 date is tho 
most dangerous. It contains only 27 cents' 
worth of gold, and yet its size and weight 
are correct. The best acid tests have failed 
to reveal its bogus nature. The other coun- 
terfeits are mostly composed of brass or 
platinum, and then heavilv gold plated." 
" What are some of tho best counterfeits 


of silver money!" 
"Here, for example, is a trade dollar 


dated 1877, having mint marks S. and C. C. 
It is ouly 3 grains lighter than the genuine 
COHI. Its composition is silver, mercury 
and German silver.. The very best way to 
detect tncso counterfeits is by the ring. A 
good ear will detect the sound at once. 
" Then, again, there is the Bland oretand- 


ard dollar, lirst coined in 1878. A number 
ol clever counterfeits of this coin have como 
into my possession, -which, although made 
in a mold, have a line general appearance. 
They all come nearly u*[) to full weight, 
averaging from 3SO to 4,10 frraios. They are 
composed of antimony and lead, and plated 
heavily with silver. The ring is almost tho 
samo as tho genuine. 
"Listen to this keen, sharp ring," said 


Mr. Diclccrrnan, as ho threw down a silver 
half dollar. "Doesn't that sound as if it 
contained glass? Well, that is a counter- 
feit df 1S70. This coin is nearly full weight 
and size. But the milling and reeding, and 
especially the lettering of tho word 'lib- 
erty' on tho shield of the goddess, arc sotno- 
what'dcfective. 
"0£ small coins there are more 'queer' 


nickels than inly-other Innd. All tho coun- 
terfeiter has to do is to read the act of 18SG 
to find the composition of alloy, and then ho 
Ca,n strike oft coins of tho same metal as 
the genuino nickels at a profit of threo and 
three-quarter cents each. Thoso bearing 
the date of 1870 are well calculated to de- 
ceive, although tho lettaring in tho words 
'United States' is imperfect, and the stars 
surrounding tho figure 'five' are not well 
done. 


"Tho devices used to make these small 


coins are often exceedingly ingenious. Last 
year the chief of the secret service cap- 
tured a money-making machine that turned' 
out nickels almost as fast as a nail machine 
turns out nails. It would seem as if every, 
ono engaged in tho 'queer' business had a' 
different way of fixing their stamps and 
making their composition." 
" Is there any other way ot making coins 


* queer' besides using dies or molds J" 
" Yes, there aro several ways of ' doctor- 


ing' coins. Tho most coraaion process is 
' plugging.1 This is done by boring holes in 
the coin, extracting the gold, and then fill- 
ing in the cavity with cheaper metal. Only 
the larger gold coins are used for this pur- 
pose. The holes are bored into the coin 
from the cdgo or reeding, and afterward 
covered with gold. The reeding is then re- 
touched, where it has been removed, by a 
do or machine for this purpose. A coin 
that has been plugged' is well calculated tc 
pass tho sharpest eye, as it has a perfect 
appearance, only the edge showing tho least 
sign of bfiaj 'queer.' 


"Another process Is called 'sweating.' 


This is done by removing a portion of tbo 
gold from tho surface of the coin by an acid 
bath. The reduction in value of such coins 
is from one-tenth to one-fifteenth. 
Of 


course, the coin subjected to suah a process 
has a fair appearance, the weight only being 
short. 


"There is still another process, called 'fill- 


ing." This is often done by sawing the coin 
through tho edge or receding, removing tho 
interior, nnd putting in cheaper metal. 
'Filling' is also dona by sawing the coin 
partly in two from the edge or reeding, on 
ouo side, leaving a thin and thick portion. 
Tho thin side of the coin is turned back, and 
the gold taken out from the thicker side. 
The cavity is filled with a cheap substitute, 
and tbo sides pressed back and brazed to- 
gether. Thus tho coin may loso over one- 
half of its value, and still present a good 
appearance. Platinum is mostly usod to 
replace tho gold extracted, both being of 
the samo weight When other and less 
cost'.y 'filling' than platinum Is used, tho 
bogus coin, will be light weight, and will 
usually have a bad ring. 


"It is surprising," said Mr. Dickcrman in 


conclusion, "how many Italians arc engaged 
ir. passing the 'quocr.1 The chief of the se- 
cret service told mo a short time ago that in 
making his replies for the aunual report ho 
found they outnumbered all tho other 
classes. They are not clever counterfeiters. 
They mako, usually, only small coins, and 
try to pass them oft on somo ncivly-arrived 
emigraut or somo fruit vendor." 


Tho Kentucky Girl ut Work. 


Tho Courier of Hickmau, Ky,, which ought 


to knoivwhat it's talkmg about, has a lively 
description of a Hickmaa girl chowing gum. 
It says: ''She keeps time to tho music at 
the theater; chowing hard and snapping 
her jaws together when tho villain is la 
sight, chewing softly when the hero is on, 
but stops short at all lovo scones, and gently 
poises tho Black Jack and Tutti Frutti on 
her finger tips, but when the orchestra 
strikes up it is thrown back into tho cavity, 
and, goo whiz I how hor jaws fly."
